Air Force Institute of Technology 


1. The 1957-1958 report sent to General Cabell by 
B/Gen. Cecil E. Combs has been reviewed by several members 
of this’ Division. Both from the report and from personal ex- 
perience we believe Air Force Institute of Technology is a good 
school and fulfills a vital Air Force need. That they have had 
a rough road is evidenced by the curtailment of the operating 
budget which was only restored after Sputnik I was fired. The 
greatest weakness in the curriculum appears to be the lack o 
other than technical subjects. This has resulted in a curriculum 
tending towards the "trade school. » We think engineering students 
should also have a good cross section of instruction m economics, 
geo-politics, international relations, and other such subjects. 

2. One of our officers who was a member of the 1952 
Automatic Controls Engineering Course, advises us that all 
sixteen graduates in his class had and still have Staff jobs. As 
such, they do not design black boxes or decide what particular electron 
tube to use* rather they work in broader fields, i. e. , shoul sa e 
or ICBM's be emphasized, should long endurance electron tubes 
with inherent higher costs or a cheaper and less reliable tube be 
developed. The latter are the type of problems Air Force Insti u e 
of Technology graduates are likely to be faced with rather than 
"pure" engineering problems. They therefore should not be limited 

to a narrow field. 

3. These comments may be of some help in answering 
B/Gen. Combs letter, which together with the report, is attached.
